Snowe 


Sole Republican vote takes 
health care plan step closer

WASHINGTON With support from a lone Republican, 
akey Senate committee Tuesday approved a middle- 
of-the-road health care plan that moves President 
Obama’s goal of wider and affordable coverage a 
giant step closer to becoming law. 

Maine Republican Olympia Snowe said she was 
laying aside misgivings for now and voting to advance 
the bill, a sweeping $829-billon, 10-year health care 
remake that would help most Americans get coverage 
without creating a new government insurance plan. 
“When history calls, history calls,” Snowe said. 

Finance Committee Chairman Max Baucus 
(D-Mont.) called his bill “a commonsense, balanced 
solution.” A distance runner, Baucus has endured 
months of marathon meetings to get this far. It’s 
not the finish line. 

Health care legislation is expected to be on the 
Senate floor the week after next, said a spokesman 
for Majority Leader Harry Reid of Nevada. But 
it won’t be the Baucus bill. Reid will combine the 
Finance version with a more liberal proposal from 
the health committee with unpredictable results. 

The vote in the Finance Committee was 14-9, 


Snowe kept Washington guessing about how she 
would vote until she announced it late in the debate 
Tuesday. Democrats, aware that Snowe could be the 
only Republican in Congress to vote for their health 
care overhaul, have spent months addressing her 
concerns about making coverage affordable and 
how to pay for it. 


with Snowe joining all 13 Democrats in support. In 
a sign of long political battles ahead, every other 
Republican voted against it. 

The ultimate fate of the legislation hinges on how 
lawmakers decide dozens of unresolved issues, from 
letting government sell insurance to abortion cover- 
age. Even some senators who voted for the Baucus 
bill, said they have concerns it will deliver on provid- 
ing access to affordable coverage for all. 

As Snowe made clear, “My vote today is my vote 
today. It doesn’t forecast what my vote will be 
tomorrow.” 

The Baucus plan would, for the first time, require 
most Americans to purchase insurance, and it also 
aims to hold down spiraling medical costs over the 
long term. Questions persist about whether it would 
truly provide access to affordable coverage, partic- 
ularly for self-employed people with solid middle 
class incomes. 


Scandal, 
sex and. 
submarines

BANGOR, Wash. Amy Augustine knows there are 
many wives and girlfriends who despise the idea 
of women serving at sea alongside their men in 
cramped submarines for months at a time, but 
she isn’t among them. 

“I have no problem with that,” said Augustine, 
25, who is married to a submariner assigned to the 
Trident-class USS Ohio. “I trust my husband.” 

Her friend Trina Lopez, the wife of a Navy 
corpsman, agrees. “Women should have every 
opportunity men have,” said Lopez, 33, whose 
husband is not assigned to a submarine. “But 
everybody needs to be an adult, and the Navy 
should have them sign a waiver admitting that 
the guys are rude and crude and you're not 
going to call harassment.” 

Submarine service, long among the last of 
the Navy’s male-only bastions, could soon be in 
for a drastic change after Adm. Mike Mullen, 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, said he 
would like to see the Navy change its rule bar- 
ring women from submarine service. 

In response, Adm. Gary Roughead, the chief 
of naval operations, issued a statement in which 
he said he is “very comfortable addressing inte- 
grating women” into the force, but added, 
“There are some particular issues ... we must 
work through.” 

The official arguments against women serv- 
ing in the “silent service” often focused on the 
crews’ lengthy deployments, the boats’ cramped 
quarters and the difficulty creating gender-sepa- 
rated sleeping and toilet facilities in the confined 
space. Unofficial arguments against integration, 
which still appear in Web discussions on the 
topic, include the potential for romantic entan- 
glements, pregnancies, plumbing problems and 
the outcry of some Navy wives. 

“Just about every Navy wife I talked to did not 
like the idea one bit,” Navy vet Eric Barnes said. 
“They felt secure that when their husbands went 
to sea, they didn’t have to worry about them.”

It’s an offer Lisa Knight can’t refuse: Free 
food or drinks. 

When she heard about free Mars candy 
bars at Pioneer Court downtown earlier this 
month, Knight knew she had to make a pit 
stop—even though it was at least 10 minutes 
and a few blocks out of her way. 

“IT love candy and I love anything free,” 
said Knight, 31, of Lincoln Square. She 
walked away with seven candy bars, includ- 
ing Twix, M&Ms, Snickers and Milky Way. 
“Tt made my day.” 

The real estate marketing manager, who’s 
been watching her budget since she bought a 
condo two years ago, isn’t the only Chicagoan 
who goes out of her way to get freebies. Some 
invest time every day to search for free food

free can be relative. 

Jaw-dropping food specials drive traffic into restaurants and bars, 
especially during off-peak periods like happy hours, said Darren Tristano, 
executive vice president of Technomic Information Services, a food ser- 
vice consultant based in Chicago. Even though customers can be lured 
to establishments by the word “free,” they might end up still spending 
money, he said. “Because you're spending less getting food for free, you're 
willing to spend more on beverages.” 

In the past few months, Chicago-based Web sites have popped up with 
secrets of food and drink deals that are too cheap to resist—or just plain 
free. Specialsagent.com launched in August and brokehipster.com came 
online in May, joining the likes of myopenbar.com in telling Chicagoans 
where they can fill their stomachs without emptying their wallets. 

Chicago bars and restaurants, too, have spread word of deals via 
Twitter, Facebook and e-mails. Restaurants’ use of social media and 
online promotions appear to be on the rise, though there are no specific 
statistics available, said Erik Thoresen, director of product innovation 
for Technomic. Garrett Popcorn Shops is giving away a free bag of its 
Chicago Mix popcorn from Io a.m. to noon Thursday while supplies 
last at 625 N. Michigan Ave. 

“People think sometimes these open bar things are mythical, but they 
do exist,” said Garin Pirnia, the editor in chief of the Chicago branch

of myopenbar.com, which launched in 2006. 
The site features snarky write-ups on free or 
cheap food and drink specials and entertain- 
ment events. 

About a year ago, more promotions offer- 
ing free food started surfacing, said Tristano. 
Examples include last year’s free Taco Bell taco 
for stolen bases in the World Series, Denny’s 
free breakfast in February as promised in its 
Super Bowl ads and Berry Chill’s free small 
frozen yogurt every time Bears player Devin 
Hester scores a touchdown this season. 

Casey Brown, 27, considers his digital 
deal hunting a modern-day version of cou- 
pon clipping. He checks tweets from broke 
hipster.com, scrolls myopenbar.com, signs up 
for e-mail at bars and restaurants, subscribes 
to the Onion’s weekly online newsletter and 
skims the Reader for free stuff. 

“It’s sort of like my mom’s coupon clip- 
ping. In my 20s, this is my own coupon clip- 
ping. ’'m not feeding a family. I’m feeding 
my appetite for alcohol,” said Brown, a grant 
writer in Noble Square. 

He spends about Io to 15 minutes each 
day scoping out deals. “It’s a very minute 
amount of time for what can ultimately be 
a free meal or $10 night out,” Brown said. 

After Melissa Young, 35, lost her job in February, she’s been doing her 
research for free food and entertainment on brokehipster.com and the 
city’s tourism site, explorechicago.org. That’s how she found out about 
7-Eleven’s free Slurpee day in July and the free slice of Chi-Pie Pizza last 
month at a new location in Wrigleyville. 

“T will pretty much drop my plans if it’s free,” said Young, of Logan Square. 

She said she used to be skeptical of “free” deals, but now she’s a believer. 

“Disregard the idea that there’s no such thing as a free lunch,” said James 
Villalpando, 26, co-founder of brokehipster.com. “It’s amazing how little you 
can spend in this city and have an amazing time,” he said. The site, he said, 
doesn’t make a profit and simply shares information on deals he finds. 

While living on unemployment, he came across places with free drinks 
and food and considered himself the “walking encyclopedia of city spe- 
cials.” When he went out, he would create a path, hitting up three to 
four events in a night and spending little money, said Villalpando, nowa 
computer engineering student. 

Knight says free food or drinks are an incentive to check out a spot 
in the city. “Even on a night you're not planning to go out, you go out 
because it’s free,” she said. “It’s thrilling or fun to find something that’s 
free or really cheap.”

JOHANNESBURG More than 1,000 

civilians have been killed and nearly 
900,000 displaced in eastern Congo by 
Rwandan Hutu militiamen and Congolese 
forces since January, humanitarian groups 
said Tuesday. 

The report released by a coalition of 84 
organizations said many of the killings were 
carried out by Rwandan Hutu militiamen. 
Congolese government soldiers also have 
targeted civilians, the report said. 

A Congolese military operation has been 
aimed at forcing out the Rwandan Hutu 
militiamen, many of whom sought refuge

With her reverence for author 
Sandra Cisneros—and the com- 
ing-of-age genre as a whole —Tanya 
Saracho seemed like the perfect 
candidate to adapt “The House on 
Mango Street” for Steppenwolf’s 
New Plays Initiative. But the 33- 
year-old co-founder of Teatro Luna is the last one to admit it. “I’m not a 
Cisneros scholar,” she says with a pleading edge to her voice. “[Steppenwolf] 
pushed me into the pool ... and I’m glad they did because I would have just 
chickened out.” 

It’s not hard to understand why Saracho was freaked out by the prospect of 
adapting the classic story for stage. Published in 1984, “The House on Mango 
Street” has sold more than 2 million copies and was named the Chicago Public 
Libray’s One Book, One Chicago title last spring. It was the second book 
Saracho read in her E.S.L. class after moving from Mexico at age 12 to the 
Texas border town of McAllen. (She now lives in Roscoe Village since moving 
to Chicago in’98.) 

After lots of encouragement, Saracho realized that music was her key to the 
text, which unfolds as a series of poetic vignettes about a girl growing up ina 
Latino neighborhood in Chicago. With the help of composer Tamara Roberts, 
the production was infused with rhythms from the late ’7os. Early hip-hop, 
cumbia, salsa and Puerto Rican bomba y plena made the cut. 

We asked her more about her “play with songs” (“We're not allowed to say 
‘musical,’” she jokes). Here’s what she had to say.

Tirra Lirra’s brainy 
experimental pop may 
take over your dreams

If pop music were having a party for all of its rep- 
resentatives, Chicago experimental rockers Tirra 
Lirra probably could snag a spot on the fringes. 
But singer-keyboardist Hank Henry says the band’s 
debut full-length, “Pink Live Forever,” is going for 
something much more complex than the norm. 

“Experimentation and influences of ambient 
music and electronics but also underlying pop 
music” is how Henry, who lives in Logan Square, 
summarizes what you'll get out of the record. It’s 
the sort of engrossingly puzzling disc that neither 
rocks nor drags and is far from conventional but 
isn’t inaccessible either. Just don’t expect to go 
to the record release show Wednesday night at 
Subterranean and dance your pants or rock your 
socks off. Pants on, socks in place, you may simply 
sway to the drone—or join the people who have 
exclaimed to Henry, “Oh, my god, three people 
have made that much sound come out!” 

Henry, 30, checked in while he was at work at 
Lincoln Park’s Peggy Notebaert Nature Museum 

—which falls right in line with the band’s 
{Zv, moniker and album title, both named after 
Z plants.

Do you ever look into the crowd during a show and 
everyone is so transfixed you could tap them and 
they’d fall down? 

[Laughs] Yes! And I hope that it’s not from bore- 
dom. {I like the notion} of wondering where all this

When he was growing up in L.A., Jack Black had two passions: rock music and 


video games. As an adult, he played out the rock-star fantasy with his band, Tena- 


cious D, and a 2003 movie, “The School of Rock.” Now Black is taking on video 


games with the release of “Briital Legend,” in which players can slay enemies by 


cranking out heavy metal music. Black and game developer Tim Schafer worked on 


it for three years. “Tim is the moist and delicious chocolate pudding cake,” Black 


said as he and Schafer sat for this interview last winter. “I’m just the frosting.” 


Why did you decide to make a video game? 
JB: When I was a child listening to metal, 

I imagined myself slaying dragons to the 
music, or riding pterodactyls, or strangling 

a Minotaur, or making love to a beautiful 
centaur. You couldn’t do that back then. You 
could only imagine that. What this game 
allows you to do is physicalize heavy metal 
music. You can do battle with this dramatic, 
dangerous music as your score. It’s a real wish- 
fulfillment game for me. 


How Is working in games different from in 
movies? 

JB: It’s exciting to me because it’s still rela- 
tively new. It’s an art form that hasn’t really 
reached its potential yet. When people play 
games, they don’t get into a hypnotic zone 
like they can with movies. Games can get you 
involved in the story, but they don’t hypno- 
tize you, not yet anyways. So there’s a lot of 
uncharted territory. 


How does “Briital Legend” explore new ground? 
TS: Unlike any game we've done before, this 

is about making a coherent world that sucks 
you in. We want players to feel like they’re in 

a living, breathing place that exists even when 
they’re not playing it. There’s a rich back story 
for the world that’s inspired by Norse mythol- 
ogy. As you go through this world, you'll see 
ruins and relics right alongside emblems of 
the modern world. We wove that with the

Norwegian death-metal scene. I guess the 
bleak Scandinavian weather leads to a lot of, 
um, introspection. 

JB: “Briital Legend” combines majesty of 
metal with the ridiculousness of metal. 

TS: Rock metal is both incredibly serious and 
incredibly ridiculous at the same time. There’s 
something over-the-top about it. You can take 
it seriously and there’s also a comedy aspect 
to it. 

JB: Well said! 


You have a reputation as aserious gamer. 
What's your pet peeve about games? 

JB: I don't like it if there’s not a good finale. I 
have an obsessive-compulsive streak in me. I 
have to finish my games. I like to conquer all 
games on easy mode. Then I dive straight into 
the arctic hard-core mode so I feel like I get 
all the juice I can out of the game.

Long-haired protagonist Eddie Riggs is a 
welcome relic from a bygone era. Voiced and 
partially modeled on Black, Riggs is a roadie, 
one of those dudes in black who quietly make 
sure big concerts go smoothly. Riggs saves 
the day and the life of aband member from 
Kabbage Boy, a rap-metal-emo outfit that’s sup- 
posed to represent all that’s wrong with mod- 
ern hard rock. In the heat of the action, Riggs 
is crushed to death by a fallen piece of the stage 
set and is magically revived in the ancient Land 
of Metal, where his adventures begin. 

The gameplay itself feels a bit like the PS2 
hit, God of War, but there also are elements of 
real-time strategy (you can lead a small army 
of fellow headbangers) and vehicular combat. 
Riggs carries an oversized battle-axe, but also 
wields his flying-V guitar as a fearsome weap- 
on that provides magical attacks. 

The game slows down a bit after an amazing 
first hour, but you'll find yourself amused by 
much of the dialogue. Give Black credit: He’s 
not in harmless “Kung Fu Panda” mode here. 
Riggs is a foul-mouthed character most close- 
ly related to roles Black has played in movies 
such as “Tenacious D in The Pick of Destiny” 
or “High Fidelity.” 

Those who don't like their music any 
heavier than John Mayer may want to stay 
away from “Briital Legend,” but for those who 
like to rock, it’s worth a look. Just please, keep 
your leather pants in the closet.

But will the right type of stemware make it taste better? 

Some glassware makers have done extensive research on this and will 
have you believe that the glassware does indeed matter.

I used to buy high-end stemware, some of which was designed for 
specific grape varieties.

The glasses were very fragile and 
needed to be washed by hand, which increased the likelihood I would 
break them. After losing hundreds of dollars worth of glassware, I real- 
ized I needed wine glasses that were a better fit for my clumsy and lazy 
ways —not to mention my budget.
